On the 1 chemist system, for example on the cert you have, I did all the testing (prelim and confirmatory). We are doing 
the same tests as before, it’s Just that we are doing our own confirmatory GC/MS instead of giving the vial to a 2"*^ 
chemist. All of the work then gets a technical review, however the chemist that performs the technical review does not 
sign the cert. Not ail the chemists here are trained to do this yet (it is in process). So those of us that were previously 
trained as confirmatory chemists are currently doing the 1 chemist system. The remainder of the chemists are being 
trained and will transition to that system shortly. 

As of July 1®* we are being transferred to the State Police, so everything may change again I’m not sure.
